By an In 
telligent war chou.-e act v.e have assist- 
ed to make the standard crops avails 
ble as never before bulb for systematk' 
marketing and as a security for loans 
from the banks We have gieatly 
ad(h-d to the work of neighborhood 
demonstration ou the farm itself of 
improved methods of culUvatioo and. 
ibrougta the mtelUgent extension of the 
fuuctions of the dei)artment of a: ricul 
ture. bave m;ule it possible for the 
farmer to learn systematically where 
his best markets are aud bow to get ai 
them. 

The workingmen of America have 
been given a veritable emani< ipation 
by the legal recou'nitioii of a man's la 
bor as part of bis life and not a mere 
marketable commodity, by exempting 
labor organizations from processes of 
the courts which treated their mem- 
bers like fractional i)arts of mobs and 
not like accessible and responsible In-

•ould protect our border from hostile 
:ittack mid our own people from vio- 
e:ue, aud we have committed there no 
•;|M.-le ;ict of hostility or Interference 
•Heu with the soverel.:,'n authority of 
the republic of Mexico herself. It was 
I plain caae of the violation of our own 
sovereiffnty whb h could not wiiii to be 
\ iiiili' ated by danuii^es and for which 
.icic WHS no other remedy. The au- 
:horities of Mexico were powerless to 
•revent It. 

Many serious wron:;s SfSlBSt the 
•iroperty. nmny Irreparable wrongs 
iirainst the persons, of .Viuericans have 
•i-eu committed within the territory of 
Mexkw herself during thte confused 
revolution— wron^ which c(mld not be 
efl'ectually chocked so Ions as there 
was no constituted power in Mexico 
which was In a position to check them. 
NVe could not act directly In that mat 
ter owselTes without deuyln? Mexi 
cans the right to any revolution at all 
which disturbed us and making: the 
emanciputiou of her own people await 
■'ur own iiiteri'sr and couvenience. 

For it ia their emancipation that they 
are seeking— blindly, it may be, and a.s 
vet ineffei tuaily. but witli profound aud 
;iassi(Miate purpose and within their un 
liK'siioiiable ritrht, apply what trui 
.Vmerlcau principle you will— any prin 
elpis that an American would pabllcl> 
avow. The iicople of Mexico have no 
been snfTere*! to own their own cotrntrj 
or direct their own Institutions. Or.tsid 
ers. men on' of other nations aud wit; 
:nterc>-!s 'oo ofen alien to their own 
i>avc dlctato<l what their privileges au< 
-pj)<)rtunlt|p.'» should he and wh- 
.-houlil cKiitr.il 'heir land, their live 
arid their resources-some of then 
.\meri':ins. pressing for tilings the 
'-ould never have got iu their owt 
'^untry. The Mexican people are en 
titled to attempt their 11 . city I'l'.n. 
s'l h influences, aud so buur as i bav.- 
inythiir: to do with the ai ion of out 
ijreat government I shall do ••vriythiu' 
in ray power to prevent any one stand 
itig In their way. I know t!i:!t this i> 
hard for some pei"sons to undi-rsmn.i 
but it is no' li;!rd for the i !::iu peopii 
of the T'nltcd Stati's to understand. I: 
is hard do< trine only for those who 
wish to get something for themselves 
•Ut of Mo\Ico. There are men. and 
noble wc^.ii ti. too. not a few. of our 
own [leople. liiank God. whose for 
tunes are Invested iu great properties 
in Mexico who yet see tbe case with 
true vision and assess Its Issues with 
true .American feeling. The rest can 
he left for the present out of the 
rackouing until this enslaved people 
baa had its day of struggle toward the 
Mght. I have hesrd no one who wa* 
free from such Influences projiose In 
terfer. m e by the Fnlted States with 
the lntern«l affaii-s of Mexico. Cer 
tainly no friend of the Mexican peoph 
lias propsasd It. 

Tried to Act Fairly. 
The people of the United SUtea art 
<«pable of great sympsthles snd » 

noble pity in dealing with problems 
of this kind. As their spokesman and 
representative 1 have tried to act in 
the spirit they would wish me show 
The i»eople of Mexico are striving foi 
the rlfi^ta that are fundamental to life 
snd happiness — 15.000.000 oppressed 
men, overbnrdened women and pitiful 
"hildren In virtual bondage in theii 
iwii Imiue of fertile lands and !uex 
iiau.stible treasure. Some of the lead 
ers of the revotatfcm may often 'haTr 
ijeen mistaken and violent and selfish 
out the revolntlon Itself was Inerltabl 
and Is right. The unspeakable [Inert, 
liet rayed the very comrades he served 
'raitorously overthrew the governmen' 
of which be was s trusteid part, Im 
pndently spoke for the very forces tha* 
had driven Ida people to the rebellion 
with which he had pretended to sym 
pathize. The men wIia ■ vcrcjime hiic 
itifl drove him out represent at leas 
'be Qerce passion of reconstruction 
which lies st tbe very heart of liberty, 
and so Kmg ss they represent, bow 
ever Imperfectly, such a strucgle for 
deliverance I am ready to serve theii 
ends when I can. So long as the powe' 
of recognition rests with me the gov 
emment of the Uoited States win re 
fuse to extend the hand of welcome 
to any one who obtains power In f» 
sister republic l>y treacheiy and vio 
ience. No [termauency can be given 
tbe affairs of any republic by a tltl 
based upon Intrigue and assassination 
f declared that to lie tbe policy of thl. 
administration within three weeks aft 
er I assumed tlie presidency. I here 
again vow it. I am more Interested In 
the fortunes of oppn>ssed men aud pi '.- 
fhl women and chitdren than In any 
propartgr ricbts whatever. Mistakes I 
have no doubt suds In this perplexing 
business, but not la purpose or ohjaet
